The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-7,10-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ker l 280. 

Ker shows series strings of diodes and thyristors. The thyristors are disposed in 
deep N-wells 32,34 and there is p-type "substrate" material 40 comprising the thyristor 
and p-type substrate material 30 below the N-well. Because the thyristors comprise p-n 
junction "diode" regions and because the thyristors are strung with other p-n junction 
diodes, D, or strung with other thyristors, applicant's claims do not structurally 
distinguish over Ker. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/27/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Contrary to applicant's arguments Ker teaches all the structure claimed. As 
stated above Ker shows strings of thyristors and normal diodes and because the 
thyristors are disposed in deep n-wells with p-type regions and p-n junctions comprising 
the thyristors he anticipates the entire claimed structures. See all the figures of Ker. 
Arguments that Ker does not show diodes D in deep wells is not convincing of 
patentability as the thyristor "diodes" are disposed in deep N-wells.
